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FILMMAKER PETER BOGDANOVICH TO KICK OFF “SUMMER EVENINGS” 
FILM SERIES AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

(Cleveland, Ohio) A personal appearance by director and author Peter Bogdanovich will kick off 
the Cleveland Museum of Art’s Summer Evenings film series, Into the Seventies. Bogdanovich, 
Oscar-nominated director of The Last Picture Show, will introduce the 7:30 pm screening of that 
film on Friday, June 6, and will answer questions afterward. He will also sign copies of his new 
book, Who the Devil Made It, in the Museum Store from 6:00 to 7:15 that same evening. 

Bogdanovich first made his name as a director with Targets, an inventive low-budget 
thriller starring Boris Karloff. Prior to that he worked as a stage actor and film critic and writer. 
In the early 1960s he wrote monographs of film directors for the Museum of Modem Art and 
later published books on the work of Fritz Lang, John Ford, Orson Welles, and others. His 
second film, the documentary Directed by John Ford, was an American entry at the 1971 Venice 
Film Festival. The same year, The Last Picture Show, a nostalgic black-and-white look at small- 
town Texas life in the 1950s, won overwhelming acclaim and made him a familiar name. 

Bogdanovich’s subsequent directorial credits include What’s Up Doc?, Paper Moon, Saint 
Jack, They All Laughed, Mask, Texasville (a sequel to The Last Picture Show), and The Thing 
Called Love. His affection for and knowledge of the great American films of the 1930s, 40s, and 
50s are reflected in his own directorial style. 

His new book, Who the Devil Made It (Alfred A. Knopf) is a collection of Bogdanovich’s 
interviews with sixteen famous Hollywood directors including Fritz Lang, Alfred Hitchcock, 

Otto Preminger, and Howard Hawks. Kirkus Reviews calls it “a film buff’s delight.” The 
Into the Seventies series continues through August with a dozen other movies of that decade.
